Moreover, that inducing businessmen use this type 
binding, eventually firm’s needs for larger order, 
volume which cannot handle effectively its office equip- 
ment, directed, virtue its satisfaction with the proc- 
ess. the professional binder. 

Nevertheless the firm has agreed that perhaps its approach 
has been somewhat too enthusiastically but less tactfully 
worded, direct such work the binder, and stated 
that will take pains that such not the case the future. 

number binders, the contrary, felt that such pro- 
motion, while had immediate serious reductive effect 
their business, maintained that they would affected 
increasing measure. Currently, they were more concerned 
over the low quality work turned out “office binderies” 
which boomeranged against them. Others maintained that 
actually office was likely make any savings its bind- 
ing cost such operation, and that militated against the 
professional binder accordingly.

Arthur Deutsch, linotype operator, was discharged this 
past April for “neglect duty” which derived from the 
above mentioned episode. appears that Deutsch notified 
his foreman the Publishers Printing Co., January that 
would like take his vacation ahead time, but speci- 
fied particular time. conference with management, 
was reported that Deutsch had indicated others that 
planned the trip secure newsprint for union newspaper. 


March, the announcement that Deutsch was abroad 
study trip observe labor conditions abroad, subsequently 
visiting Moscow, appeared Communist organ, and later, 
stories appeared the press. Subsequently, the city com- 
plained the firm that the security surrounding that firm’s 
production city confidential work was threatened, and 
later the GPO indicated similar uneasiness. 


Deutsch returned April and after office conference 
was discharged, despite his insistence that visiting Russia 
contrary his statements the State Department pro- 
curing his passport, had done nothing wrong. 


The case came before the joint discharge committee con- 
sisting three representatives each the Typographical 
Union No. the Union Employers Section the 
Employing Printers Assn. Kheel was selected cast the 
deciding vote, after deadlock. 


Deutsch reported have addressed public meeting 
asserting that had made the trip alleged, and repeated 
party line propaganda. 

The Union’s defense that neglect duty applied only 
work the field which was employed, was attacked 
the League, which cited instances which dismissals 
were made because conduct outside the plant. The Union 
admitted that such activities might harm the employer but 
that this must proved. 


Kheel contended that while what man did with his free 
time his own business, nevertheless when spends 
such manner harm his employer and depreciates 
his services, neglecting his duty. Further, that Deutsch’s 
evasiveness indicated that his plans had been well formed, 
and that his presence Moscow, and association with the 
other unionists the trip, was accident whim, judged 
his own address the public meeting. For this reason, 
and with the knowledge that Deutsch must have had con- 
cerning the after effects his trip, Kheel held that the 
dismissal was justified.

modern cutting machines well 
beok knives are drilled 
with three rows holes.

the knives are ground backing 
strips are used. These are usually fur- 
nished the cutting machine manu-

Precautions

Before changing the length 
the bevel, would advisable 
the clamp pressure the ma- 
and determine whether the knife 
too dull for good cutting results. Ex- 
cessive clamp pressures results creat- 
ing practically solid mass paper. 
This turn would cause breaking 
out the cutting edge. 

Oftimes the knife blamed where 
the actual fault may due the op- 
erating condition the machine, 
with the amount clamp pressure be- 
ing applied, the use dull knives. 
There are undoubtedly various mate- 
rials that may require tempering, spe- 
cial steels, and special bevels obtain 
the best results cutting. The bevel 
knife, well the type steel 
and tempering, generally set what 
might called “average” conditions.

Rules for Knife Grinding

Under circumstances should 
honing stone applied the flat 
side the knife. This very im- 
portant for accurate cutting.

Bevel—Paper cutting machine operators 
judge the correct bevel length measured 
from the cutting edge the heel the 
bevel. Generally the bevel measures two- 
and-one-half times the thickness the 
knife, sufficient length throw the cut 
paper clear off the knife and thus prevent 
binding. 

Since the length the bev- 
varies with the thickness 
the knife, knife manufactur- 
ers specify the bevel de- 
gree angle. Ohio Knife ad- 
vises that 93% all paper 
cutting best done with 
26° bevel, which stand- 
ard thick Seybold knife 
would produce bevel 
long. Length bevel will 
vary, however, with the length the knife. 
For specific materials the following bevels 
are suggested Ohio Knife Co.: 


Glassine Fibre Soft Paper 


Simonds maintains angle 
for most paper cutting requirements. They 
warn against bevels too long support 
consequent thin edge and recommend 
very short second bevel with hand stone 
the knife edge 30° (see Glassine il- 
lustration above). this case the second 
bevel will support the cutting edge and 
save considerable grinding, but the 
culty cutting will increased. 

Simonds also warns against excessive 
concaving the bevel. This type bevel, 
exaggerated, will cause the knife edge 
waver heavy cut. not strong 
enough stand the pressure normal 
cutting.

What Bindery Scoring 


Can and Can’t 
For Better Job Handling 


THE FOLDER not the best thing the world!” 
This statement summarizes the opinions numerous binders 
polled B&BP the merits scoring Cleveland and 
Baum folders. 


Caution was expressed first all regard the use 
the term scoring. For scoring the folder does does pot 
really amount more than nick into the surface the 
paper, strong enough break the fibres, yet hardly enough 

Scoring its true sense reserved for such machines 
Rosback, Nygren-Dahly, Lester and Davidson 
market especially for that purpose (see B&BP, Feb. 1951, 
34). Many other machines such those formerly pro- 
duced Latham, Wright, Stimpson, Burton are also still 
use and still available through equipment dealers. Con- 
trary claims made manufacturers folders, binders 
maintain that the scoring and perforating folding ma- 
chines does not compare adequately with the finished jobs 
produced the specialized machines. This, spite the 
fact that folders can used like perforating-, scor- 
ing machines merely deflecting the first plates and let- 
ting the sheets run through flat without folding. 


First aid for folding 


However, the scoring provided folders serves its purpose 
sort makeready, facilitate the second and conse- 
quent folds work already folded once. also in- 
valuable aid making folds against the grain folds 
heavy stock. Used for this purpose, scoring insures straight 
clean fold and continuous, trouble-free production which 
may otherwise impossible. 

When scoring for the second fold (the first right angle

Being 
through this manner, there not enough support 
the sheet tightly binder might wish. press 
where sheet pulled through, instead pushed, 
and perforating can handled more accurately. 

Some attempts have been made overcome “jiggling.” 
The most successful method substitutes rubber rollers for 
the No. and subsequent fold rollers which standard 
models are made steel with knurled surface. Rubber 
rollers insure tighter grip. The system popular the 
greeting card field where heavy score required for any 
type folding. Stock similar weight and texture would 
thus fare equally well with this equipment. 

For lighter stock, scoring not even necessary but the 
grain paper does not run parallel the first fold, the 
binder must deflect the first plates allow for flat scoring 
through the first unit and then proceed fold through the 
first right angle unit.

Cost Reduction Programs 


Practical ways dealing with the 
problem were discussed Walter Mc- 
Ardle the McArdle Printing Co., 
Washington, D.C. “Rising costs 
almost every element which goes into 
the product,” said, “make neces- 
sary review constantly and continu- 
ously each activity the business, 
from direct labor selling prices, 
order maintain your position, say 
nothing improving it.” 

What about and how can 
costs reducted? the first impor- 
tant step McArdle suggests strict budg- 
etary control which will serve 
guide determining how the com- 
pany ought perform. Then any 
deviations from the standard per- 


formance set forth the budget 
will more less automatically come 
the attention the manager, ac- 
cording the manner which ad- 
ministers the collection and analysis 
the figures representing budgeted and 
actual costs.” 

There are also specific ways cut- 
ting costs. “How often,” McArdle says, 
“do see journeyman pressman do- 
ing general cleanup around his press 
when stock movers should it? 
course, each these may only take 
few minutes his time, but what 
expensive time is! 
conditions such these exist, you 
are wasting the skills and training 
experienced technical while 
expensive press standing idle 
reduce your capacity produce.” 

Other specific sugestions: 

Receiving and shipping: Standardize 
shipping procedures supplies. 
There little gained wrap- 
ping order packages 100, when 
the customer intends tear them apart 
and use them soon they’ arrive. 
Substitution large packages will 
save time for both you and your cus- 
tomer. Find out advance what pack- 
ing unit desired. 

Equipment: Have scheduled pro- 
gram for oiling and cleaning, and 
periodic check list. Avoid excessive 
repair costs systematically keeping 
equipment good condition. 

Inventories: Excessive inventories 
mean idle capital, excessive costs 
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ance, and risk price decline. Inade- 
quate inventory may mean poor cus- 
tomer service. This not easy, but 
study your inventory requirements, and 
judge carefully. 

Tax savings: Study your financial 
situation the end the third quar- 
ter. You may have decide whether 
decisions should carried out that 
time delayed until next year because 
tax developments.

How can printer binder determine 
just what minimum monthly sales 
production volume necessary just 
break even profit before taxes?

chart. “Once such chart prepared.”

Vertically, about your sales lines, show 
your monthly profits from whatever 
your dollar maximum profits 
taxes may per month. Below the 
horizontal sales line you would show 
losses. Now put dot where the prof- 
its before taxes meet for each month. 
observing these dots. you will note 
distinct pattern. 

Step Draw straight line ob- 
servation through 
average this dot information. This 
line will show that for given monthly 
volume sales production, you will 
make lose much per month. 
Where this diagonal line (profit line) 
crosses your sales production volume 
line, you arrive your break-even 
point. 

“After you have made 
chart for your company.” says Long.

these strips although not generally 
done; nevertheless their use 
mit the introduction new color 
and texture note. 


bristol 


Indexes and bristols are likewise fre- 
quently used for such covers, and afford

sturdy protection. simple step, 
therefor, garb our catalog 
leatherette, which encompasses whole 
new field finishes, for here the skin 
virtually every beast known man 
and some unknown simulated, via 
graining and color, and the general im- 
pression strength 
created. 

Finishing here are equally 
varied, and possible use still 
new ones, that superfinishing and 
moorishing. 

For those still more daring, there are 
many special finishes such 
crystal, well French fold com- 
binations all types, special box 
wrap papers wrapped around, for ex- 
ample, standard cover stock. 


Leather imitations 

naturally suggests some- 
what more sturdy and decorative cover. 
and hence find vast quantity 
catalogs being bound the imitation 
leather leather content materials, 
most commonly the cut-flush, one 
piece, round corner style. Pyroxylin 
coated and impregnated kraft papers. 
latex fibre base materials, fabrics 
papers with ground-leather content, are 
some the favorites this field. They 
may used turned-in covers, cut 
flush, loose leaf, stripped with 
any the finishing techniques listed 
earlier. 

the field the imitation leathers 
are, the standard bookcloth 
base materials with leather-like finish 
also achieved color 
Usually these are pyroxylin finished 
but even vinylite being utilized 
some instances. 

particularly 
buckrams, are favored for many catalog 
bindings, although the leather finishes 
referred the preceding paragraph 
maintain comfortable lead popu- 
larity. For some psychological reason, 
the leather finish seems carry mes- 
sage solid worth, value, and integrity. 
For that reason there are few catalogs 
bound genuine leather but they are 
quite rare. 


Full-bound 

There once was day when virtually 
every catalog was full bound, and 
some even with russia corners and 
hubbed back. However, our era 
mass distribution and new models ad- 
vanced, new forms were found. Today 
the fullbound catalog longer lord 
its field. Such binding usually 
specified when the product such that 
long period time when the bind- 
ing likely get particularly heavy

wear, where the ratio cost the 
individual catalog unit particularly 
high ratio the cost the product, 
that replacement supplemental 
material too costly for frequent is- 
suance. particularly important 
that when full bound catalogs are used 
that the sewing not too tight and that 
the backing done make the back 
particularly flexible and easy 
for these are the chief features com- 
petitive forms binding. 

The bound book, whether loose- 
leaf style, perfect notch bound, 
mechanically bound, offers 
possible opportunity for backbone iden- 
tification. One more reason why 
sewed book should not cursed with 
particularly over-developed round— 
backbone identification has habit 
disappearing from view when the book 
standing upright the shelf, par- 
ticularly runs horizontally the 
binding. 


Mechanical binding 


Mechanical binding, because its flat 
opening features, colorful 
modern look, and increasing ease 
production, has very 
strongly felt the catalog field, this 
past decade. various forms spi- 
ral, comb, and individual rings, buttons. 
loops, collars, plastic has cut 
particularly wide swath. However, even 
the wire units have found considerable 
acceptance, chiefly because the perforat- 
ing drilling required for them not 
large that usually required for 
some forms plastic binding. This 
has had particular effect books 
which large gutter bleed illustrations 
are being run. mechanical binding 
used, the layout should care- 
fully checked make certain that 
large important chunks will cut out 
such spreads. 

There are several styles binding 
available mechanical binding which 
will enable catalogs retain all the 
identification features they are expected 
have. Several have loose-leaf features 
that additions changes can 
made the contents from time time. 
addition, the units can most in- 
stances attached that all part 
the backbone easily visible the 
shelf. Dual units can used that 
books larger bulk such more 
can utilize these advantages this type 
binding. 


Loose-leaf 


Loose-leaf one form another has 
long been one the most popular bind- 
ings for catalogs, largely because its 
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date, otherwise modified, and also 
because its great capacity for bulk. 

The loose-leaf metals that are used 
catalog binding are numerous. They 
include post, ring, thong, and 
binders all sizes and descriptions. 
The simplest versions are the wing type 
binders utilizing Chicago screw post: 
through tabs constructed from lining 
material. Often this type binder 
cut flush cover, 
sometimes embossed. 

Post binders may made with eithe: 
chain solid with sectiona! 
posts, depending the usage and need. 
Posts may also telescopic, thread 
for expansion, sectional with thread 
male tips and female ends, 
chain link posts. 


Type covers 


The binders may 
either open closed backs, 
backs, automatic backs. The 
back, course, affords full backbone 
stamping and manufacturer identifica- 
tion, and greater protection for the back 
edges sheets. However, even open 
back binders, buckram protective slips 
are supplied safeguard these edges. 

Binders may have fabric hinges, when 
turned-in construction used ex- 
tra strength desired, individual hinge 
units, full length piano style hinges 
may used. Likewise, corners the 
entire edge each cover 
metal-shod. 

For extremely large bulky catalogs 
the thong binder has become popular 
especially when equipped with carry- 
ing strap for salesmen the road. 
Narrow strips webbing link the cov- 
ers and apply compression the edges 
the sheets, which may released 
for correction insertion. 


Ring metals 


Ring binders are frequently used 
one the more inexpensive loose-lea! 
metals, but are usually found only 
round back binders. Units are usually 
riveted through the backbone, but 
possible conceal the rivets rivet 
ing metal backplate which glued 
down the spine. However, exposed 
rivet heads are easily colored 
the material, and are not objectionable 


Prong units 


Prong binders have become one th: 
more popular catalog metals during 
cent years, inasmuch they allow 
more flat opening than post units. 
and the split prong unit has 
most popular, especially for 
punching.

Conclusion 


Percentage-wise, approximately one-third the report 
ing firms enjoyed peak activity, during any the 
twelve months; the most frequent number peaks common 
particular month the calendar, rarely exceeded 
66%. 

The frequency production peaks appearing during 
months that had traditionally been considered “off-season” 
months, points the need for re-examination old con- 
cepts. Profitable operation demands sharp attention 
leveling production peaks and valleys with their consequent 
distortions costs for idle machines and overtime.

STRIKING COVER technique the 
pre-printing covers offset has got- 
intermittent expression for longer 
years both here and abroad. 
though good many progressive 
designers were quick visualize the 
possibilities such technique, the 
embellishment cloth covers has wa- 
vered popularity despite the many 
successful examples current 
showing full flower. 


Varying ideas what binding 
design should and small 
way affects the acceptance embel- 
lished covers. handful persons ex- 
perimenting offset covers have pro- 
fessed hopefulness that the entire 
concept binding design might 
changed its betterment improve- 
ments cloth, ink, and bindery ma- 
chinery are developed. They argue 
that the richer visual effects 
sible offset combined 
sturdiness the binding might con- 
ceivably eliminate the need for book 
jacket, thereby reducing the cost 
book manufacture, while allowing the 
design fit the text the book more 
closely. 

whether covers offset will 
ever become the major sales point 
book combining jacket and bind- 
ing. George Salter, book and jacket 
designer wide renown, emphasizes 
that should not. 

healthy thing for offset designs 
cloth replace the book jacket. The 
function jacket and binding are

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each should not expected replace 
the other, nor any way should their 
functions overlap. should 
not shout the bookshelf long after 
the jacket has been removed, 
might were offset-printed.

Leonard Brodney, who 
mented extensively the pre-printing 
covers offset (May 1946, 78)

The experiences Random House, 
which has done much work offset 
cloth are summed the remarks 
Ray production manager. 
suggests cloth manufacturers that 
they ship sheets the lithographer 
flat order save time while also 
giving sheets chance lie flat. They 
should carefully trimmed square 
for perfect feeding into presses and for 
perfect register. Cloth shipped rolls 
with very small core results ex- 
cessive curling cloth near the core 
making sheeting difficult.

UNWITTINGLY, but nevertheless 
the textbook industry may 
contributing the general frustra- 
tion youth its typographic and de- 
practices. Certainly, may well 
esamine old concepts the light 
and educators the Textbook 
meeting “The Efficiency 
May 22. 

The dinner, the only formal one 
the Clinic, arm the 
American Institute Graphic Arts, 
until the annual exhibit dinner May, 
marked the first session under the di- 
rection Stanley its new chair- 
man. provoked considerable discus- 
sion and not little soul-searching and 
confusion the part designers pres- 
ent, for many their pet theories were 
tagged “obsolete” the speakers. 


Watch that typography 


The first body blow 
came from Dr. Irving 
sor education Columbia, and 
leading educational psychologist, dur- 
ing his discussion text setting when 
asserted that small caps some 
other typographic variance encountered 
the beginning reader, would serve 
block his reading, hence the more 
changes. the more difficult the reading.

Miss Larrick reported that children al- 
ways approved photo-illustrated stories 
more than any other illustrative tech- 
nique, and deemed them “true” 
whereas they were dubious about line 
illustrations and other pictures.

THE RUBBER PLATE STORY 


Henry Roberts, general manager 
Scribner Press, warned the audience 
the Chicago Book Clinic’s October 
not expect rubber plates 
everything. Then promptly as- 
tounded members telling them how 
much rubber plates have already done 
the printing field. 

Scribner Press, the first 
books from rubber plates, has been 
pleased with the economy rubber 
plate printing certain types jobs, 
especially for telephone books, pocket 
books, and multiple form printing. “If 
you compare printing flatbeds from 
electros printing rotaries from 
rubber plates, for runs 5,000 less, 
the rubber plate printing costs little 
more. Not because the plates, how- 
ever, but because the higher operat- 
ing costs rotary compared the 
savings begin show. Above 10,000 
savings are fairly large. There are the 
additional savings paper since the 
paper 75c per cheaper rolls 
than flat sheets.” 


4,500,000 impressions 


The maximum runs from rubber plates 
vary. One company ran off 4,250,000 
copies calendars off rubber plates. 
The presses operated around the clock 
for months using the original plates. 
problems any consequence oc- 
curred the line work. part the 
calendar had some type. The type form 
portion ran one million before needing 
replacement. The experience this 
particular company showed that the 
plates were comparable not better 
than steel faced electros for that par- 
ticular job. 

Rubber plates are advantageous when 
type has used over and over. 
the case telephone books, where list- 
ings are setup and later result many 
changes, the type becomes distorted and 
rounded under the pressure the 
stereo. Rubber, the contrary, re- 
quires very little pressure, only about 
200 pounds per square inch. 

“Perhaps the greatest economy 
the ink,” Roberts 
pressrooms are very high. Ink con- 
sumption rubber plate printing, how- 
ever, from half two-thirds less 
than that from either type electros. 
Rubber has greater affinity for ink 
than copper lead type. 


Book rates for rubber

(3) high critical standard qual- 
ity. 

However, before the proof press op- 
erator gets his type for the 
thorough knowledge equipment req- 
uisite the proof press operators ap- 
plies equally well and 
others involved the preparation 
type for the proof press. 


Further requirements 


Type set from slug casting machines 
was treated briefly last month’s ar- 
ticle reproduction proofs. This sec- 
ond and last installment will give simi- 
lar consideration foundry type, the 
Ludlow and Monotype composition, 
well some comments the care and 
operation proof presses. 

Steve Watts, American Type 
Founders, Inc., offers his suggestions for 
the use, care and preservation 
foundry type for reproduction proofs. 

“First, firmly believe that every 
plant proofs 
should have cabinet type that 
never used for press runs any other 
purpose. 24-case cabinet with va- 
riety faces should provided the 
art department somewhere outside 
the regular composing room. not 
necessary buy complete series any 
face. 

“In some parts the country, type 
corrosion problem. Corrosion 
caused dissimilar metals contained 
type. These are lead, antimony, tin 
and copper. Corrosion occurs the 
presence moisture and result 
galvanic action. White gasoline and 
benzine are, the safest 
materials use for cleaning type 
forms. 


FOR THE BEST 


“Broken kerns cursive types are 
more likely happen shipment and 
handling than after the type use. 
Our stiff cardboard package for type 
has reduced breakage minimum 
since substituted for the old style 
paper wrapping. new font type 
should handled carefully even while 
yet the package. Fonts should 
not stacked that concentrated 
weight rests the bottom package. 
new font type should placed 
galley, wiped off with rag moistened 
with benzine, and proof made before 
laid the case. any broken let- 
ters are found the new proofs 
should sent the vendor correct 
replacement can made for broken 
letters. Large types should placed 
the type case face upward, and other 
letters should not placed top 
the first layer. This especially 
delicate, shaded wing body 
scripts. and kerned italics. course 
impracticable keep small type 
its feet but careless distribu- 
tion type will result damage 
the printing surface. The practice 
shaking case make room for addi- 
tional distribution might cause damage 
its contents. Overloading case 
the worst practice. When letter pro- 
jects above case level. there will 
damage when the case shoved home 
the cabinet, sometimes resulting 
broken case partitions well. 


Use foundry spaces 


“Foundry spaces and quads should al- 
ways used for foundry type. These 
are cast type moulds and 
fectly. Workups form are generally 
due nondescript spaces and quads 
improper height and hit-or-miss di- 
mensions. 

“One careless habit that causes more 
grief than anything else the failure 
lift form and clean properly 
soon the job has been run off. Ink 
dries the form and some type hot- 
shot cleaner must used. Foundry 
type should wiped clean with soft 
cloth moistened with benzine un- 
leaded gasoline. Drenching form with 
cleaner causes ink and dirt 
trate the form and build ac- 
cumulation the side the letters. 

“Watch for corrosion type. 
most likely occur the bottom case 
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cabinet. will appear gray 
scum the face shoulder typ: 
and contagious, travelling from 
letter another brought 
with it. fire occurs room wher: 
type used stored, all the type 
subject suspicion and careful 
amination over considerable 
time. Invariably, where have been 
surance people after print shop fire. 
have insisted that all foundry 
subjected water, steam 
fumes devalued the current price 
old foundry metal. 

“In recent years the foundry has not 
only coated the face type prevent 
corrosion the package but 
vided better packaging protect the 
type and schemed type fonts make 
them come out full lines. This 
eliminated the use wooden plugs 
fill out unfinished lines. giving the 
customer more type for his money and 
equalizing the weight fonts, besides 
squaring the font fitted better 
the package and prevented damage 
letters from careless handling. New- 
designed fonts eliminated 
kerned characters and excessive liga- 
tures and other special characters for 
which there place the standard 
type case. Steps are being taken 
made type such bank script and 
commercial script.” 


Ludlow Linecaster 


Important factors the casting 
Ludlow Linecaster slugs for reproduc- 
tion are these four essential points 
outlined Norman Eby the Lud- 
low Typograph 2032 Clybourn 
Ave.. Chicago, 
(1) Type metal supply 
(2) Proper heat regulation 
(3) Care and maintenance ma- 
chine, and 
(4) Special surfacing for certain 
typefaces. 


Type metal supply 


The type metal used the Lud- 
low merits the same attention that 
for any other slug-casting machine, and 
preferably should metal known 
quality. most important that the 
lead. tin and antimony 
proportioned, and that the metal free 
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from zinc other substances 
which may make practically impos- 
sible obtain satisfactory printing 
should kept properly toned for best 
results, and analysis from 
ponsible metal company from time 
time will help keep the metal sup- 
ply par. 


Proper heat regulation 


essential for satisfactory 
printing surface that there steady, 
uniform heat for both crucible and 
mouthpiece, whether gas-heated 
machine. 

With gas-heated Ludlow, the cruci- 
ble should connected supply 
line with pressure regulator, 
the burners should turned 
maximum capacity there will 
drop gas pressure. When the gas 
governor properly set, should 
maintain the required uniform metal 
temperature. Should the 
come clogged, best blow out the 
burners and mixing valves every few 
weeks with air pressure bellows. 

after proper 
adjustment the operation heating 
units and controls automatic, and 
should occasion particular trouble. 
Various however, sometimes 
may bring about heating failure, 
which case the terminals, switches, 
fuses, are easily accessible that 
the trouble should readily located 
and corrected. 


Care and maintenance machine 


Three major improvements the Lud- 
low machine itself make possible slug 
composition high quality. These 
are: (1) mouthpiece with the orifice 
continuous slot through which the 
metal enters the mold flat stream 
instead separate jets from round 
holes, formerly. This tends hold 
the metal together, and the mouthpiece 
vents enable the air escape freely, 
thereby improving slug solidity and 
printing face quality. (2) double 
water-cooled with the water duct 
encircling the casting cham- 
ber, avoids overheating 
running the metal higher tempera- 
tures. The uniform cooling action helps 
overcome slug (3) 
reinforced lock-down combination helps 
obtain slug accuracy 
paper. Greater plunger pressure holds 
the pot and mold firmly the matrices 
while avoiding the danger 
overheight slugs, and further improving 
solidity and printing quality. 
However, even factory-tested Lud- 
low, which has also been properly in- 
stalled and left first-class operating 
condition, will not continue produce 
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any more than any other machine with- 
out adequate care and maintenance. 
This means that the mouthpiece and 
other parts having with casting 
must kept clean, dirty machine 
simply will not the job. 


Special surfacing certain typefaces 


With ordinary good care such should 
given for quality production, furth- 
attention should unnecessary for 
considerable volume Ludlow com- 
desirable when needed, which true 
any machine-cast composition. 

For clean, sharp reproduction, par- 
ticularly the heavier, bolder faces 
and the larger type sizes, burnish- 
ing desirable. Some use burnishing 
board outfit, manually burnishing cer- 
tain lines the desired degree. For 
more uniform results, however, par- 
ticularly where there much heavy dis- 
play, use the Ludlow Supersurfacer 
recommended. 


Monotype caster 


Walter Hershey, Lanston Mono- 
type Machine Co. Research and Devel- 
opment Department furnishes the 
lowing information for obtaining 
type.

For care their Monotype equip- 
ment, Shelley Cohen the Supreme 
Service, 228 N.Y.C., cites 


the use virgin metal, cleanliness, and 
maintenance machinery being re- 
sponsible for consistent casting type 
suitable for top reproduction proofs. 


Precautionary measures include: reg- 
ular cleaning the monotype keyboard; 
checking molds twice yearly, (wear 
from mats hitting the mold necessitates 
revamping the entire unit twice 
yearly; the use virgin metals; main- 
tenance the casting equipment and 
mechanism; all movable parts cleaned 
and oiled regularly; pumping equip- 
ment must kept clean dismant- 
ling pump and drilling once week 
with long drill eliminate sludge 
formed the channels; compressed 
air pump must kept serviced with 
pressure adjusted below pounds; 
belt adjustments checked for operation 
and wear; surface mats should 
cleaned with piece lead prior use; 
metal temperature should main- 
tained about 800 degrees; and ma- 
chine should run about 160-170 revo- 
lutions per minute. 


Proof press equipment 


Only precision proof press should 
considered for achieving reproduction 
proofs consistent high quality. The 
bed the press should machined 
type high that the form 
Only galleys are even thickness 
and cared for with extreme caution 
should they used, otherwise they are 
not recommended since they are gen- 
erally not uniform thickness, and 
are apt buckle. Galley trays used 
should carefully smoothed with 
emery paper insure flatness through- 
out. 


The best equipment 
grippers the cylinder that the 
travel the carriage over the form will 
uniform. 


Proof press operators should adjust 
for kiss impression, this all 
that necessary obtain sharp char- 
acters. Packing should hard and 
consist mainly oiled manila tympan 
sheets cylinder ground down 
more than .040” packing. Some 
shops prefer vinylite, rubber blan- 
ket. The packing should changed 
once daily. 

Proofs that have been pulled with 
too much sock will invariably produce 
characters showing squeeze-ups and 
fuzzy edges. For all quality work these 
are unsatisfactory and not retouchable.

The half title merely gimmick.

The binding design suffers from 
much the same problem the title 
page.
